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DETAILED ACTION 

Final Rejection 

Claim Re jections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

1. Claim(s) 1-2, 4-9, 11-13, 18-19, 21-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Gorowicz et al. (6,500,369). 

Regarding Claim(s) 1-2, 4-9, 11-13, 18-19, 21-26, Sorowicz et al. (6,500,369) 
discloses the invention as claimed to include a core Fig 7-9 made of foam material 
having an exterior surface 86 with at least one integrally-molded energy 
distribution zone 82 comprising a series of undulations 84; wherein at least one 
integrally-molded energy distribution zone is embossed from the exterior surface; 
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wherein the at least one integrally-molded energy distribution zone is recessed 
within the exterior surface; wherein the integrally-molded energy distribution 
zone has a generally sinusoidal cross-sectional shape; wherein the core comprises 
urethane material; wherein the urethane material includes fiberglass reinforcing 
fibers; wherein the vehicular interior trim component comprises a headliner 80; 
and wherein the at least one integrally-molded energy distribution zone is 
substantially uniform in density Fig 7-9.
